As a general proposition, mining corpora- 
tions and mining stocks are frauds, to be as 
éarefully avoided as investments for honest- 
‘ly-obtained money as the ventures at the 
gambling-table or the lay-out of the monte- 
men. Af course there aré mining compa- 
nies which ‘have a bona-fide property, have 
an actual substance, and whose operations 
are managed with a reasonable degree of 
honesty and responsibility, These, however, 
are so exceptional that they may be easily 
counted, The stdck’of thése companies is so 
well fortified by actual property that itis 
rarely on the market, and never hawked 
about ata discount. The multitudes of these 
companies are, however, ho more than legal- 
ized swindles, into which the unwary are 
trapped and robbed. 

One of the ordinary weaknesses of human 
nature was wildly developed by the late 
War. That weakness was the desire to get 
rich Without labor, suddenly and to an ex- 
travagant extent. A voluminous and depre- 
ciated paper currency familiarized the pub- 
| lic mind with large figures; the sudden and 
large fortunes gained by contractors during 
the War, the inflation of all nominal values, 
the excessive display of suddenly aquired 
wealth, the. growth of luxurious tastes and 
habits, the change from days of toil and 
anxiety to lavish expenditure and vulgar 
ease,—all had a corrupting influence upon 
the public mind, and an influence whose 
evil results will long survive the gen- 
eration whieh first experienced it. The 
natural taste for speculation was whetted 
by the examples of vast riches gained by 
brief ventures, and the envy felt towards the 
successful was in nowise mitigated by the 
strong suspicion that questionable means 
had been employed in many cases. The fre- 
quent trips to Europe by whole families who 
had previously lived in humble circum- 


evidences of fashionable luxury, gave to 
wealth an example insocial life which formed 
a widespread desire to get rich rapidly. The 
slow processes of labor and moderate ac- 
cumulations became distasteful, and the 
search for short cuts to fortune led thou- 
sands of previously-contented people to 
abandon labor as vulgar, even if honest, to 
find quicker returns, even if the means 
were less creditable. Everybody became a 
speculater. Everybofly wanted: to live in a 
better house, to wear better clothes, and to 
have more money to spend than he or she 
had before. 

During the latter part of Andrew Johnson’s 
Administration thetax on whisky was $2 per 
gallon. The money t© be made by selling 
whisky without paying the tax wasenormong. 
Seventy millions of gallons of whisky were 
made every year, every galion on which 
no tax was paid yielded $2 profit t6 some 
bedy. Noe wonder that the number of 
gallons on which the tax was paid fell 
to 13,000,000 a year, and the profit, dis- 
honest as it was, found willing hands to 
share it. Everybody specniated,—men, 
women, and children; boys and girls left 
the farms and villages to go into the cities, 
where money was plenty, where they could 
get money and have good clothes, wear 
kid gloves, fave feathers in their hats, 
see life, and tun the chances of 
making a good. strike, on the road to 
ruin. Work was vulgar; money was plenty; 
it was easy to buy on credit, and sell at 
credit with a large profit. Itis true that in 
1878 there came a sudden end to this mania. 
Credit collapsed; in a single day fortunes 
perished; the rich became poor; silks were 
exchanged for rags, and the spendthrifts 
were reduced to the alternative of going 
back to labor or going to the bad, and the 
criminal records of the day show how 
large a proportion took the latter course. 

For several years there was a struggle for 
existence. Under the sepulehral monument 
of the Bankrupt law are buried thousands 
who had hopelesly tried to recover. The 
past was too great a load te carry.’ Out of this 
graveyard ofspeculation cameatiast the boom 
of better times. Men were again at work. 
The industrious population in field, and work- 
shop, and counting-room found employment 
and remuneration better than these had ever 
been before. Times got better, wages were 
larger and more regular, expenditure in- 
creased, and the smothered buat not ex- 
tinguished fire of speculation broke forth 
anew. This time. it has taken the form of 
digging gold, of finding gold, of gathering in 
afew weeks gold enough to overshadow the 
earnings of a lifetime of labor. Young 
men by the thousands have abandoned labor, 
taking the hundreds and thousands of dol- 
lars saved by them, and gone off to the 
mountains to get rich by finding gold. They 
expect to find itin the running streams, in 
the solid rocks, under the roots of 
trees, In the plains,. and im  over- 
hanging banks; they expect to strike 
the earth and to hear a metallic response. It 
is of no use to tell these people that each 
ounce of gold ever found has cost far more 
than its value In human toll and human life 
to uncover the desire to get rich sud- 
denly and without labor overwhelms all

to see the superior diamonds of Mrs. 


B, to make her inquire of her hus- 
band why he does ‘not buy 32 
gold mine;and, giving up his business, go to 
Europe and have a good time, instead of,try- 
ing to malié a living slowly. So with people 
in all “walks of life. To buy a gold 
mine ruliig ambition, and in nine 
cases 0 ten the money is desired for 
purposes ‘of display,—shoddy exhibition, 
weak ambition to outshine their. neighbors.

THE SOUTH AND THE CANDIDATE. 

The Philadelphia Record urges that the 
Democratic States of the South should take 
into their own hands the settlement of the 
Democratic Presidential nomination. Itcom- 
plains that “the universal disposition among 
Southern Democrats to concede to the North 
the candidates becomes a vicious sentimen- 
talism if it permits the choice of bad candi- 
dates. In the present condition of Northern 
politics, with such great States as New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Ohio nursing the small 
quarrels of ambitious men and incapable of 
any joint or generous action, it is the busi- 
ness of the united South to intervene and de- 
clare itself in the interest of the country.” 
There is one sense in which this advice is 
very sound. If a Democratic candidate is 
elected, he must be elected by the South, and 
whatever policy the Administration may in- 
augurate the South will be responsible for. 
The South contributes the vast majority of 
the Democratic party, and does the voting for 
the party, in Congress and out of it. 
The North only furnishes hangers-on, liv- 
ing off the Southern Democracy by virtue 
of its superior cheek and noise. There is no 
good reason, thereforg, why the South should 
not name the candidate without any regard 
to the North, since it will have to do the 
real work of electing him and will be re 
sponsible for him. We seriously object, 
hewever, to the main reason why this should 
be done—* because it is time that an end was 
made to sectionalism.” So long as the South 
has no other motive for action than section- 
alism, we do not see how the Record’s prop- 
osition will end it. Sectionalism urged the 
South into a war to break up the Union and 
destroy the Government. Sectionalism has 
sought to obstruct every method of re- 
construction. It hag driven out Northern 
men and Northern capital, which were 
and are still necessary to develop its 
resources. [t has disfranchised the Re- 
publican party in the South and made 
the South (solid politically Hgainst the 
North. It has influenced all the legislation 
which has béen introduced from that section, 
and dominated the voting upon it. There is 
nothing, therefore, in precedent or experience 
to indicate that the candidate nominated by 
it would not be a sectional candidate in the 
most intense meaning of the term, but on the 
other hand there would be every assurance 
growing out of such a prospect that the coun- 
try would be plunged into confusion if not 
into ultimate war. Still, if the South would 
like totry the experiment of following the 
Record’s advice, the Republican party would 
not seriously object. With a solid North for 
a Northern candidate arrayed against a solid 
South for a Southern candidate, there would 
be no doubt of the result,

THE ENGLISH LIBERALS AND THEIR 
PROGRAM. 


The comparatively small majority over Con- 
servatives and Home-Rulers by which the 


| British Liberals return to power is liable, we \ 


think, to prove a fortunate occurrence for 
them. The Conservative leaders have always 
been unscrupulous in their promises to the 
Home-Rule party; the latter may therefore 
be expected now to vote most frequently 
with the Conservatives. The Liberal party 
differs from the Conservative in that 
few of its prominent men think alik 
on any one public question. The repre- 
sentatives of the latter are almost ex 
elusively aristocratic by birth and tenden 
cy. Their interests and feelings are there- 
fore similar.’ They think alike, are prompt- 
ed by the same motives, and vote alike on al- 
most every occasion. Whatever their posi- 


tion In life may be, there are few men in the 


Parliamentary ranks of the Conservative 
party who do not worship everything per- 
taining to the aristocracy. ‘The various in- 
dustrial interests of the British Empire have 
therefore never found proper representation 
among them, and as a natural consequence 
all legislation by them for these interests has 
either been neglected or directed by persons 
largely ignorant of their necessities. As the 
motives and feelings of the Conservatives are 
idegntical, it has never been difficult for 
their leaders in Parliament to control 
and govern them. ‘Their strength has never 
been frittered away by dissension. The Con- 
seryajive party has owed its success in at- 


taining power to the admiration which it is 


the nate of évery Englishman te feel for 
an aristocrat, and to the fact that in their 
appeals to the people their efforts, which 
were united, have been exerted to the great- 
est advantage. 

‘The Liberal party, on the contrary, is, as 
its name impiliés, made up from all classes of 
people. Its representatives are from every 
station in life. ‘The various professions, 
trades, and industries have their spokesmen 
within its ranks in the House of Commons, 
but there are few questions upon which en- 
tire unanimity of opinion exists among them. 
The views of Mr. Chamberlain and Prof. 
Fawcett, for example, differ from those of 
Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Bright. These two 
are not in full accord with Lord Hartington, 
or with Mr. Forster and Lord Kimberly. 
Under these circumstances, wise legislation 
by the.Liberals can only be secured after 
careful consultation and mutual com- 
promise. A cautious prudence and much 
common sense will be indispensably 
requisit for harmonious action by them 
on any subject... The adoption of any hasty

cases im @, to prevent some.of their 
representatives in Parliament from following 
their own personal opinions rather than 
any general party policy. Having only a 
smal! majority, this is not likely to happen. 
The Opposition being so strong in the new 
Parliament, it will be mecessary that each 
Liberal member yield his own opinion to the 
party program, The election proved that 
the Liberals were ready and willing 
in an emergency to sink their differences for 
the common good, Such emergerfcies in the 


next Parliament will frequently arise, and 


the same yielding of individual opinion by 


Liberal members will be indispensable, un-* 


less they desire to break up their party and 
to make a new election necessary. ' 

The greatest differences among the Lib- 
erals have so far been principally as to the 
conduct of foreign affairs. Reforms and 
ehanges required by domestic interests find 
greater unanimity of opinion among them. 
Possessing 80 much practical and skilled in- 
formation regarding these interests among 
their Parliamentary representatives, it is 
hardly possible that their legislation for home 
affairs can be other than judicious. A rapid 
decrease of the varied evils which exist 
throughout the United Kingdofn may be ex- 
pected. It is probable, also, that they will 
be able to remedy, at an early day, many 
misfortunes brought upon India by Con- 
servative rule, as the Englishmen most expe- 
rienced in Indian affairs are to be found in 
their ranks. 

The greatest difficulty encounteréd by the 
Liberal Administration will probably be 
f in the conduct of those affairs abroad 

were left unfinished by the Conserva- 
tives. These will test the strength of the 
Liberal party to the utmost, and if not 
brought to satisfactory soluticns will make 
its lease of power of short duration. En- 
glishmen are undoubtedly willing to un- 
dergo much sacrifice In order to preserve 
their national predominance in other coun- 
tries. Such ascendency benefits their trade 
and tickles their self-conceit. There is cer- 
tainly no gratification comparable to these 
in shaping public opinion among them. The 
Conservative policy, however, called for too 
large an expenditure in' money and bade fair 
to yield too‘small a return to either pride or 
pocket for them to continue any length of 
time in submission to its exactions. It will 
be necessary for the Liberals to shape their 
course so as not only to avoid wounding 
these too acute sensibilities, but to contrib- 
ute as much gs possible to their gratification. 
The task will be no easy one. 

It is stated by the London Times that the 
policy of the Liberal Cabinet will be to main- 
tain the Treaty of Berlin in accordance with 
the public opinion of Europe, to treat the 
Anglo-Turkish Convention as a question stil! 
open and to be regulated by future events: 
that it will-probably inquire whether the 
annexation of the Transvaal was not made in 
error,—this also being regarded as an open 
question ; that the Government should insist 
upon the South African Colonies entering 
upon some common engagement for military 
defense by which the Mother Country will 
be relieved from the large expense attending 
native wars; that whatever is done in 
Afghanistan will be with the sole view to the 
safety of India; and that the proposed 
scheme for the transfer of Herat to Persia, 
with the entangling alliance attending it, 
will no longer be heard of. ‘The 
speeches of the Liberals, during the election, 
lead us to believe that this statement is cor- 
rect. Recent events sow that to it may 
probably be added the prompt settlement of 
the Greek boundary quéstion; a frank and 
manly understanding with Russia relative to 
the affairs of Turkey and Central Asia; no 
more coqueting with Bismarck and Heymerle 
fora defensive alliance with Germany and 
Austria, and a closer bond of friendship 
with the French Republic. If the Liberal 
leaders can*cause the adoption by their 
party of this program, they will have ample 
to occupy them for some years. It probably 
covers every foreign question liable to arise 
during their tenure of office. It is In ac 
cordance with ‘the expectations which were 
based on statements made by their own- 
speakers. lt meets the wishes of the British 
people because it will lessen expenditure, 
and, while preserving British prestige, it in- 
flicts no wound upon British pride. 


CHINA AND RUSSIA. 

The foreign dispatches report that the Rus- 
sian fleet has been ordered into Chinese 
waters with the expectation that its presenc® 
will awe the Celestials and counteract the as- 
cendency which the reactionary party is 
gaining, to the manifest danger of Europeans. 
So far as alarming the Chinese with a display 
of Russian war-vessels is concerned, there is 
little prospect of a,yery extensive scare, in- 
asmuch as the Chi fleet is quite as strong, 
if not stronger, than the Russian; and was 
recently shown by the London Times te be 
even stronger in some respects, especially in 


| light-draft vessels carrying heavy armaments, 


to the English. The moral effect of the 
Russian fleet would also to a certain extent 
be'counteracted by the British fleet which 
would be ceftain to follow jt, and would rep- 
resent a Power which is friendly to China. 
Again, it is quéstionable whether the pro- 
posed display of Russian strength on the 
eastern side of China is so much intended 
to influence her in her relations to 
the other European Powers, as to in- 
timidate her in her operations on her 
western frontier. One thing is cer- 
tain: Russia and China have at last met in 
Central Asia, and Russia, contrary to all 
her expectations, finds China in a belligerent 
attitude, and not only disposed to fight, but 
ready to fight, which is the last thing that 
Russia wants to do at pregent, in view of her 
internal dissensions, her financial complica- 
tions, and the uncertainty of her relations to 
England and Germany. 

The threatened. collision between China 
and Russia has developed a very important 
view of the former’s resources as a military 
power. So far from being in a condition of 
decadence, as has generally been supposed 
of all the Asiatic Empires, it is discovered 
that China, though governed by an infant 
and two old women, is really in a condition 
to talk back to Russia and demand a province 
from her upon penalty of war. It is found 
that all the power of the Empire, notwith- 
standing much dissatisfaction, corruption, and 
revolution in the past, is consolidated with 
wonderful cohesiveness under the mysterious 
influence of tge two old women, and that the 
Provincial Governors and Viceroys obey 
them, or somfe secret power behind them, 
without question. Up to this time Russia 
in her progress through Central Asia has 
almost without 
firing a shot, and has never relinquished what 
she has taken from China, apparently because 
there has been no power to demand ft. Now 
she finds a demand for the restoration of 
Kuldja first by negotiation. The negotiation 
has been had, and is so unsatisfactory to the 
two old women that they order the Plenipoten- 
tiary’s head taken off and demand a fresh

[The allegations appeared in 
the Seminarte and  Fiaccola, Protestant 
evangelical journals published at Rome, 
and, aceording to their statement, was copied 
by them from the Sabaoth, am organ of the Jew- 
ish community printed at Jerusalem, where tho’ 
manuscript written by the hand of the Apostle 
Peter is said to have discovered, .On July 
14, 1879, s0 rans the account, there died in Jeru- 
salem, in the 110th year of his age, a reputedly 
poor man of the name of Core. , For fifty years 
he had led the life of a hermit.in a grotto at the 
foot of the hill of Gethsemane, enjoying for the 
greater part of that period a saintly reputation 
and looked upon by Christians as oneof the 
holiest of mon, as in outward 
one of the poorest.

THE IRISH DISTRESS. 


Letters from Six Prominent Roman- 
The Extent and Character of the Suffer- 
-«% Clearly Indicated. 


Great Poverty Still Existing, and Ald trom 
Abroad Sought Earnestly. 


Correspondence New York Tribwne. 

QUEENSTOWN, March 20.—I have just received 
from six of the most distinguished Roman- 
Catholic of Treland the letters sub- 
joined. It will be seen that they confirm the 
reports made by your correspondent as to the 
extent of the distress in Ireland, and that they 
sustain his emphatic contradiction of the state- 
ment sent by cable from Dublin to America, 
that ample funds had been collected more than 
a month ago to provide for the sufferers uatil 
they could obtain remuyerative employment. 

The Most Rev. James Donnelly, Bishop of 
Clogher,a diocese in the North of Ireland, writes 
as follows:

The Burmese Despot Whe Was Ke- 
ported Dead a Few Days Ago, but Has 
Since Proved to Be Alive. : 

New York Times. 

A cable dispatch announced on Thursday that 
the King of Burmah (a country in the southeast 
of Asia, between India and China, and south of 
Thibet) had died of small-pox, and the ustal 
tribute to departed worth is now in order. It is 
not a little difficult to do complete justice to the 
memory of this inconeeivable brute, as the

first time, brought together from various 
sources of information. Between his birth, 
about 1858, and the death of his father, Mindone 
Min, in 1878, nothing is known of his life. Neither 
is the date of his accession to the throne exactly 
known, for the reason that at the time of his 
father’s last illness proclamation was made that 
whoever said the King was dead should have his 
tongue cut out. Approximately, the date of 
Mindone Min’s death is the middie of 
September, 1878. He ieft behind him a 
Ministry who proposed to establish a egpetitu- 
tional monarchy and to nominate ' King 
themselves. Their candidate was the subject of 
this sketch, and, in the name of their deceased
